Mr. Pettigrew of 
South Dakota, in a oharactioally incis­ 
ive speeoh. demanded to know whether 
it was to be the policy of the represen­ 
tatives of the administration toauppreee 
proper facts and news when called for 
by a senator 
He said be believed an 
effort was being made to prevent the 
testimony taken by the war investigat­ 
ing committee from being sent to the 
■enate and declared his purpose of not 
submitting to the suppression of infor­ 
mation to which the people, in his 
opinion, were entitled. 
Mr. Morgan of Alabama offered an 
amendment to Mr. Bacon’s resolution, 
guaranteeing to the people of Puerto 
Rico, Hawaii and the Philippines a re­ 
publican form of government. 
The 
text of the resolution is as follows: 
“That in pursuance of section 4, arti­ 
cle 4, of the constitution, the United 
States will guarantee to the people of 
Puerto Rico and the Pacific islands and 
all other states and peoples within its 
sovereign jurisdiction and control a re­ 
publican form of government and will 
protect them against invasion." 
Mr. Butler of North Carolina, pro­ 
posed an amendment to the con stitution 
providing that the chief justice of the 
United States and United States judges 
shall l>e elected by the people. 
It was 
referred to the judiciary committee 
Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts introduced 
a resolution declaring how the people of 
the island possessions of the United 
States should be governed. 
The senate adjourned to Jan a. 


Washington. Dan SI. — Legislation 
providing for th* construction of a trans­ 
isthmian canal Is not probable during 
the present session. 
The Nicaraguan 
canal committee in the senate, presided 
over by Senator Morgan, and the house 
committee on interstate an i foreign 
commerce.presided over by Mr Hepburn 
of Iowa, both propose to take the m at­ 
ter up without waiting for the report of 
the Walker commission. It is extremely 
improbable, however, that they will be 
able to get a bill through either home 
of congress before that report is avail­ 
able. 
The Walkor commission will leave 
New York on Jan. 6, going direct to 
Greytown, Nicaragua, by the regular 
mail steamer. 
They will go over the 
route of the Nicaragua canal to the Pa­ 
cific side and will then go by steamer to 
the Pacific end of the Panama route 
The commission has in the field now 
IO surveying parties. 
The commision- 
ers estimate that it will take about one 
year for them to complete all their work 
and make a report. 
Senator Morgan has never given his 
approval to the sending of addtional 
commissions to the isthmus, being sat­ 
isfied with the 
information already 
available as to the practicability of the 
canal. 
He will endeavor to have his 
bill reported from his committee. 
Representative Hepburn also believes 
the provision for the Walker commis­ 
sion was intended to delay the construc­ 
tion of a canal, and will endeavor to 
have his committee take take up the 
subject immediately after the holiday 
recess.

Havana. Dec. 21. —■ Major General 
Leonard Wood; the new governor gen­ 
eral, arrived bere at daybreak Wednes­ 
day on the steamer Mexico. The steam­ 
er wan gaily decorated with Raga From 
Cabanas fortress a major general's sa­ 
lute of 13 guns was fired and the Cubans 
from tho Punta fired a governor gener­ 
al's salute of 21 guns by the explosion 
of petards. Every launch in the harbor, 
barges aud rowboats had been hired and 
decorated with bunting. 
Even a big 
ferryboat, with a band, was pressed 
into service. 
Three bands played dur­ 
ing the hour which General Wood re­ 
mained on the Mexico after arrival 
No reception was given to General 
Wood 
on shore, 
as the committee 
thought to do this might show a want 
of respect for General Brooke, the retir­ 
ing governor general. 
One of the first callers on General 
Wood was Senor Quesada, special com­ 
missioner of Cuba at Washington, who 
arrived on tho steamer Mascotte, at the 
same time the new governor general ar­ 
rived on the Mexico 
General Wood called at the palace at 
noon and was 
received by General 
Brooke. 
Here the governorship was officially 
transferred. 
General Wood accompa­ 
nied by General Chaffee and Lieutenant 
Brooks. 
The retiring governor general 
will leave for the United States on Sat­ 
urday, remaining for some time in Tam­ 
pa before going n orth . 
Tho welcome given General Wood 
was, according to all the old residents, 
without parallel in the history of the 
island. 
The elaborate display of bunt­ 
ing in the harbor and the multitude of 
boats and bands showed that the hastily 
formed reception committee had done 
excellent work. 
Moreover there was a 
heartiness in the cheering that was 
quite unusual. 
During the morning there was a con­ 
stant stream of callers at the hotel In 
glateira, where General Wood will re­ 
main until General Brooke's departuae. 
Among the callers were General Ludlow 
aud Wilson accompanied by their staff. 
Next Saturday General Ludlow will 
give an official reception in honor of the 
new governor general and a governor's 
salute will be fired from Cabanas. 
The local papers devote considerable 
■pace to the event declaring that Gen 
Wood is the most acceptable man who 
oould have been appointed to bring 
Cuba out of her difficulties and into a 
quiet harbor.
